Thought Cries a Joke. 
Uncertainty about the depth dt the 
water, and the belief that the boy’s 
cries of distress were merely a joke on 
his part, kept the other boys from try- 
‘ng to help him, 
“I’m pegged, boys,” Estus called to 
the other boys, shortly after he had 
jumped from an old boat into the wa- 
ter. The others thought, they say, that 
he was trying to frighten them, and they 
continued playing in the shallow water. 
Walter Vredenburgh, the only boy 
who took the cry for help seriously, ran 
to the other side of the pond, where a 
number of men_were fishing, and called 
them.

EPSOM DOWNS, England. May 31.— 
England’s blue ribbon turf fixture, the 
Epsom Derby, ‘ot $32.500, for 3-year-olds, 
distance about one mile and a half, was 
won today by J. B. Joel’s Sunstar, the 


7 
favorite. 


Lord Derby’s Stedfast was second and 
Royal Tender third. Twenty-six horses 
started. 

Sunstar, the winner, is a brown colt 
by Sunridge, out of Dorris. He won the 
200 guinea stakes at Newmarket on 
April 26 last and has been a steady 


favorite at 7 to 4 in the betting. 

The 25 starters were sent off in a 
bunch. Bannockburn soon jumped to 
the front with the Canadian horse Kel 
D’Or and Eton Boy close up. 

Roynding Tattenham corner, Stern, 
a French jockey, brought the favorite 
Sunstar through on the rail and, draw- 
ing away, won in the easiest fashion by 
two lengths. Four lengths separated 
the second: and third horses. 

The: final betting was: Sunstar, 138 to 
8; Stedfast, 100 to 8; Royal Tender, 2 
to 1; Adam Bede, 40 to 1, and All Gold. 
66 to 1. 

Phryxus finished fourth. Harry Payne 
Whitney’s All Gold and Louis Winans’ 
Adam Bede, the only two American 
horses to start, were unplaced. 

King and Queen See Race. 

The presence of King George and 
Queen Mary tended to make the Coro- 
nation Derby a record one. On the fa- 
mous Downs were tens of thousands of 
persons, including many Americans. 

Much American money was placed on 
Adam Beg», John Madden’s colt, ich 
ran under the colors of Louis Winans 
and Leopold de Rothschild’s Pietri, rid- 
den by Danny Maher, the American 
jockey. King George and Queen Mary, 
accompanied by other members of the 
royal family, arrived on an early train 
from London. With them were a num- 
ber of royal visitors from other courts 
and many of the lords and ladies of the 
court’s household. 

The derby entmles this year numbered 
29, although several of these. were with- 
drawn before the start. Four American 
horses figured in the first list of entries, 
namely: All Gold, owned by H. Payne 
Whitney; Adam Bede, bearing the col- 
ors of Louis Winans, and the two 
cracks from J. R. Keene’s stables, Iron- 
mask II and Runnymede. Two French 
horses also were entered, the balance 
being the pick of English 3-year-oNis. 

Ovation to Royal Party. 

The arrival of the royal party as 
the signal for a great ovation which 
swept over the paddock and course. The 
club and public stands at this time 
were filled with a dense mass of people, 
including many’ members of the House 
of Lords and Commons, who had not at- 
tended the Epsom races for years. The 
betting on the Derby and other races 
for the day was on an unprecedented 
scale.

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TWO PUBLIC MENACES. 
The amazing story of the absorption of the 
| Tennessee Coal and Iron Co. by the United States 
Steel Co, through the Roosevelt panic, published 
in Monday’s Post-Dispatch, is a revelation of the 
menace of the Money Trust and the Roosevelt 
theory of a “steward of the public welfare.” 

The panic was started by the men who control 
the money power to punish their enemies, get rid 
of men and factors which threatened the suprem- 
acy of their interests and to gain certain desirable 
and profitable objects. The facts show that the 
masters of money and credit used their power to 
settle both financial and personal grudges and to 
fill their coffers with the spoils of business wreck- 
age. ' 7 

After ruining the institutions which stood in 
the way of the Morgan syndicate, George W. Per- 
kins conceived the scheme of forcing the owners 
of the Tennessee Coal and Iron Co. to turn over 
the control of their corporation to the United 
States Steel Trust and thus camplete its monopoly 
of high-grade iron ore. He is charged by Presi- 


with instigating a run on that institution and with 
driving all who had loans on the Tennessee cor- 
poration’s stock to the wall. The men who con- 
trolled the stock of the United States Steel Co.’s 
only competitor had to seek assistance from the 
Money Trust. Morgan held them at his mercy 
with the power of credit and the only available 
cash—part of it millions from the United States 
Treasury—in his hands. 

But there was one obstacle to the merger—the 
Sherman anti-trust law, with the power of the 
United States Government behind it. The enforce- 
ment of the law was in the hands of one man— 
Theodore Roosevelt, then President and, accord- 
ing to his theory, above all law as a “steward of 
the public welfare.” Gary and Frick saw the 
President. There is no record of the conference, 
but the result was a promise of immunity. The 
President submitted the project to his Attorney- 
‘General as a necessary step to check the panic. 
The Attorney-Genera] twisted the. law to suit the 
case and with a pledge of no prosecution the mon- 
ster monopoly was completed on richly profitable 
terms to the conspirators. That Mr. Roosevelt 
knew what he was doing his letter to Attorney- 
General Bonaparte is proof. Explaining: that the 
transaction was to be accomplished to save the 
financial situation, he wrote: ‘The purchase will 
be used as a handle for attack upon them on the 
ground that they are striving to secure a mo- 
nopoly of the business to prevent competition— 
not that this would represent what could honestly 
be said, but what might recklessly and untruth- 
fully be said.” 

In his answer to Bryan in the 1908 campaign 
Mr. Roosevelt wrote: “I was cognizant of the 
entire transaction. * * * I should indeed have 
been derelict in my duty if I had not acted and 
efficiently used all the power of the Government 
where it could be legally and efficiently used (as 
it was in this case) to see that the panic was kept 
within the smallest possible radius and the .dam- 
age caused as slight as possibile.” ; 

Light is thrown on the whole affair by Mr. 
Roosevelt's letter to Attorney-General Bonaparte, 
in which he asked “whether we can afford to 
throw away the great influence of the Morgan in- 
terests which have been so friendly to us.”’ 

With the merger completed, the reason for the 
panic ceased and Mr. Morgan began to restore 
business confidence to his own great profit and 
glory. 

No man nor set of men can be entrusted with 
the control of the money power and of credits. 
The power will be abused to help friends and ruin 
enemies; to feed greed and grudge at the sacrifice 
of the public welfare. The Money Trust is a men- 
ace to the public and must be destroyed. 

No’ man can be trusted to disregard the Consti- 
tution and tHe laws in the office of President. A 
“steward of the public welfare,’ superior to the 
laws and wielding his power to enforce or neglect 
law at will, to act without warrant of law, may 
become the tool of the enemies of the public wel- 
fare. He may serve private interest at a sacrifice 
of public interest. Government by law is the only 
safeguard of the people. 

The Gates revelations, with the facts brought 
to light through them, suggest invaluable lessons. 
Every fact bearing on the monstrous conspiracy 
of the money magnates to defeat the law and de- 
spoil the public with the consent of the President 
should be made known. Mr. Roosevelt should 
have an opportunity to explain his part in the 
perfecting of the steel monopoly.

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NEW TRADE FOR ST. LOUIS. 

There is an excellent opportunity for new trade 
for St. Louis, if the merchants and railroads will 
bestir themselves to do what is necessary to ob- 
tain it. The newspapers of a number of counties 
in South Central Missouri, comprising some of 
the. best of the fruit belt of the State, are asking 
why St. Louis does not wake up and obtain rail- 
road connection with those counties, out of which 
not a pound of freight ever comes to this city. 

The counties in question include Shannon, 
Texas, Reynolds, Oregon, Howell, Wright, Doug- 
las, Ozark, Carter and Ripley. They raise great 
quantities of fruit and other produce, but on ac- 
count of lack of direct railways to St. Louis it 
is all shipped to Kansas City, Springfield, Mem- 
phis and even St. Joseph. Says the Howell 
County Gazette: “We have shipped thousands of 
cars of peaches and apples from here, none of 
which have ever been sent to St. Louis. The egg 
‘and poultry business of West Plains amounts to 
over $300,000 a year, and no case of eggs or a 
coop of chickens goes to St. Louis. Only about 
20 per cent of the trade in cattle and hogs is with 
St. Louis.” So of lumber, ores and the other prod- 
ucts of these counties. They lie at our doors, but 
are effectually cut off by lack of transportation.

St. Louis will wake up to this opportunity. Only 
one railroad, the Frisco, runs part of the way 
into this rich region.

The River Front Bath House. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. ‘ 

Within the last six weeks more than seven per- 
sens have drowned while swimming in the Mis- 
Sissippi River. The loss of those lives never 
would have occurred if the city had the muni- 
cipal free bathing pool that it started to build on 
the river front between Morgan and Franklin av- 
enue during the fall of 1909. For some reason 
not clear to me the Secretary of War ordered that 
the work stop, giving as the reason that the. 
building of a swimming pool would, interfere 
with river traffic. Now the building line of the: 
proposed free swimming school is 20 feet from | 
the water’s edge. At high water the river comes 
up to the walls of the buildings along the river 
front but the owners of the property are not told 
that the buildings are an obstruction to marine 
traffic. Union Electric has its plant on the river 
front extending from Biddle to Ashley streets. 
They have a concrete retaining wall extending out 
into the river. But the War Department has 
never ordered ft to be removed. 

If you will, through the columns of your val- 
uable paper, bring this matter before the War 
Department I am confident that the work which 
the city had started will be allowed to proceed 
and prove a blessing. It will be the means of 
saving many persons from death by drowning.

ginning. In May, 1831, Joseph Smith 
had his first revelation concerning it. 
A band of missionaries, started out 
through New York State, had stopped 
to work among the Shakers of the 
Oneida community. The Shakers, not 
believing in marriage, brought up the 
question at once. In answer to them 
the prophet issued these instructions: 

“And again I say unto you that who- 
soever forbiddeth to marry is not or- 
dained of God, for marriage is ordained 
of God unto man, wherefore it is law- 
ful that he should have one wife, and 
they twain sball be one flesh.” 

In 1833 Joseph Smith,. et Kirkland, 
made formal application for the grant- 
ing of the right to perform marriage 
ceremonies to Mormon elders. In the 
meantime the problem had begun to 
embrace the specific question of 
polygamy. Hubert Howe Bancroft, in 
his “History of Utah,” has this to say 
about it: 

“As early as 1831 the will of the Lord 
in this respect had been revealed to 
Joseph. In 1841 Joseph began to take 
to himself plural wives.”’

12, 1843, but it was not made public 
until 1852—five years after the pioneers 
had made their settlement in Utah.

“For 10 years the practice in Utah 
of this system of marriage met with no 
opposition from the United States Gov- 
vernment. But in 1862 a law was en- 
acted by Congress to penish and pre- 
vent the practice of ‘polygamy’ in the 
territories of the United States. For 
20 years, however, ‘this law remained 
practically a dead letter.’’

Disevowal Not by Revelation, 

Later, at «a general conference, Lo- 
‘enzo Snow, who had succeeded Wood- 
ruff as president, presented this reso- 
lution, which was unanimously adopted: 

“I move, that recognizing Wilford 
Woodruff as the president and the only 
man on earth at the present time who 
holds the keys of the sealing ordinances, 
We consider him fully authorized by 
\irtue of his position to issue thé mani- 
festo which has been read in our hear- 
ing, and which is dated Sept. 24, 1890: 
and that as a church in general confer- 
ence assembied we accept his declara- 
tion concerning plural marriages as 
authoritative and binding.”’ 

The disavowal of the practice was not 
a revelation, as the statement of the 
rrinciple was considered. This mada it 
possible for some members of the church 
in question whether the manifesto may 
he interpreted for each member of the 
church; whether, in other words, this 
wan or that may not construe it as he 
tleases. John W. Taylor, for example, 
insisted that the manifesto was binding 
under the laws of the United States. He 
went to Mexico, took a plural wife 
and challenged the church itself to 
call him to account.

ROBBER PLEADS,

Hahn pointed 
a revolver at him, picked up the tray 
and ran out of the store. His at- 
tempts to sell the rings resulted in 
his arrest the next day.
